REMARKS 



Applicant herein files a Certificate of Correction to correct claims 1, 8, 25, 27, and 31 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,929,037, issued August 16, 2005. 

Upon review of the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,929,037, Applicant discovered some 
typographical errors made by the Patent Office. Namely, claim 1 should be corrected to change
